Im- 


mense buildings, containing many pco 
pie. were unroofed and id many cases 
almost^ destroyed In the twinkling of an 
eye, anfl this at ixn hour when tho pco- 
plo in numbers wcro about the streets 
amid the Uyio? timbers and debris of 
every character. Tho city, In the most 
frequented part, around the depots, pre- 
sents Its worst appearance and when it 
is remembered that passenger and f rclght 
cars were lifted from tho tracks.upon 
which they stood and laid on their sides, 
while other cars were rushed along the 
track by the force of the cyclone's 
swirl, a small conception, of its terrible 
velocity, may be obtained. 


Just before, tho storm yesterday the 


lower clouds began scudding In great 
circles at tremendous speed. 
Their vor- 


tex seemed close in the vicinity of Lee 
park, to the north of the cutlery works 
at South Wilkcsbarrc. 
A sudden gust 


of wind sprang up and In a moment It 
had increased to a roar. The Vulcan 
Iron works, James Morris' foundry and 
thcKeystine llour mill felt tbe first 
sbock, tbo wind dashing the heavy ma- 
terials about like straws. The storm 


' swept' on up Main street, razing the 


smaller buildings on the west sido of 
that thoroughfare. Then H struck the 
handsome residences, 
stores, 
green- 


bouses, pottery works, etc. alone Main 
meet as far as Academy street. The 
western edge of tbe stotui extended to 
the lower 
end 
of 
Kr«pklin street 


and Dana place. Brick dwellings were 
unroofed and the upper stories tern 
»w»y and'some were leveled to the 
~" crouna. boulh'ttain and Franklin street 


were completely blocked with fallen 
trees, roofs, timbers and wires. \ eerlng 
eastward, the storm swept out Ross and 
llwcl streets; and then up houlh Wash- 
ington street. It extended as far cast on 
Uots as the Hazard Wire Rope works. It 
followed Washington street tobt. Mtuy s 
church, then jumped to the Lchlgh 
Valley depot. Jcrs y Central depot and 
Stagrnaire'a brewery and swept along 
the railroad to Five Points.

A wreck occurred on the U. it W. O. 


between Palmer hako and Monument 
yesterday. afternoon In which two men 
lost their lives. . Engine No. 8.VJ, manned 
by Henry Hart, engineer, and Fred 
Fogcl, &T«man, Is used «« a pusher on 
'tt-ilss from Uuslcd to the crest of the 
dlviUc at Palmer Lake. About 1 o'clock 
they ware lying at Hie latter pqint and 
received orders to proceed at once to 
Uustcd. At about the same time the 
steam pile driver, which is at work be- 
low Monument, .ran out of water and 
Engineer Sampson, of Eogmc 09). was 
ordered to take the tank car up to Palmer 
Lake, which Is a watering station, and 
flll it up. lie started at once with the 
tank ahead of the -engine. At 1.30. 
while rounding a curve one and one-half 
miles below Palmer Lake, tue crew 
caught sight of the other engine coming 
rapidly down the beavy'Rrade. Samp- 
son stopped his engine as soon as possi- 
ble, but Hart evidently did not. see the 
danger and kept on at the rate of about 
18 or 20 miles an hour 'until .tb.8 engine 
had rounded the cut»o about 50 feel 
away. The tank car and the tender and 
cab of the pushing engine were almost 
demolished, but engine 581 was very lit- 
tle injured. The pilot wi«« torn off and 
a few dents made In the boiler. Engi
